Mair and J. Stewart, and 
ne result shows the most efficient manner 
ic which the committee discharged their 
duties. Besides the abeve committee, 
which had the general direction of the 
reception in charge, each of the various 
local organizations of a public nature took 
part in the programme aad gave all the 
Cees they could. As his Honor was 
expected to remain here three or four 
‘days, the following programine was ar- 
ranged. First day — Presentation of 
Address by the mayor and council of the 
. Town of Prince Albert and by any other 
bodies desiring to do 80; in the afternoou 
a. drive around town aud witness the 
‘| games and sports, and à bangnet in the 
evening. Second day Visiting the pub- 
lie schools and other educational institu- 
tions in town, and in the evening the 
Citizen's Ball. Third day Visit to Col - 
leston and Red Deer Hill settlements and 
4 in the evening a reception given by the 
| officers and members of the Saskatchewan 

Institute. 


His Honor was expected to have ar 
rived on Tuesday evening and flags were 
floating in the breeze from every avail- 
able mast in town and a good deal of dis- 
appointment was felt when night drew 
her sable cloak over the scene without 
bringing the expected guest. However 
it transpired that the delay was occasion- 
ed by the higu winds which prevailed 
the day before. And at an early hour on 
Wedursday the entire populatiou of the 
Town was on the qui vive and every eye 
strained up stream to catcha first glimpse 
of the governor’s boat, and when at ten 
o'clock the boat was sighted roundiag 
the island, a mile to the westward, there 
was a geueral movement of citizens to 
the poiut of landing, where the Town 
Council and Reception Committee were 
waiting to receive His Honor. 


The gubernatorial party were met by 
Messrs. Plaxton and Betts, M’s L. A., 
and escorted up the bank where they 
were received by the mayor. Three en- 
thusiastic cheers were given as His 
Honor stepped up the bank. After the 
reception committee was presented to the 
Governor the party entered their carri- 
ages and were escorted to the club where 
Mr. Ouellet had kindly furnished a suite 
ef rooms and placed them at the disposal 
of the committee for the use of the Gov. 
ernor and party. 


At noon a precession was formed on 
the Church square, the order of which

The procession, headed by the band, 
marched dowa Church street,thence west 
along River St. to the Governmeat Road 
was reached, when it turned up that 
road to His Houor's residence.
